Indi- 
ana furnished the lowest visiting 
number. Eld. S. 8. Mohler, of 
Missouri was made Moderator, 
John Wise, of Kansas Beading 
Clerk aud J. G. Koyer, of Illinois 
Writing Clerk. Robert Miller, 
D. L. Miller, J. G. Koyer, 8. 8. 
Mohler and Enoob Eby seemed 
to be the leaders of the meeting 
and spokesmen ot the church.

/two other higher earthly tribu- 
nals. Twelve or more good sen- 
sible Christian men in the home 
[congregation are in all proba- 
bility as capable of dealing with 
J the case or cases, as so many men 

I of a higher tribunal where little 
lor nothing, is known of the case 

under consideration, and which 
has to be often refered to the 
home delegate where the query 
•rose tor an explanation ot the 

lease.

I I was acquainted with Rev. J. B.

R. Z. Beplogle by personal ac- 

Iqnaintanoe, consequently were 
Jvery anxious to know their con- 
Idition. Today, I notice, to my 
[joy, that Bro. Hi tigers has a re- 
] port in the Kvanurust, stating 
I the condition of the brethren 
libera, which is not so bad aa 
I feared. 

We hear that a new Brethren 
lohurch paper is expected to be 
1 published. Perhaps there would 
I be nothing wrong in such a 
(move if three papers could be 
[sustained, but as it is I fear that 


eventually one or two of the 
three will be swallowed np by the 
other. It seems to me to be al- 
most impose! ble to make the at- 
tempt at this time, ae we are too 
few in numbers, and of too little 
experience for such a move at 
present. Why should there be 
an extra T la notour weekly al- 
ready lacking for original press 
matter T Is it not good enough ! 
Then make it better. Ton can 
do it, at least it would appear so 
to you if you were to try for six 
months, by contributing to its 
columns. 

Our editors have bad a pretty 
tough hackling aud the paper 
seems to have passed over the 
rough sea, but there seems to be 
more rough sea approaching. 
If we are eo minded we can com- 
plain at our father, mother, 
brother, sister, wile, children and 
neighbors, and in many cases 
they are far better than those 
who complain of them. If we 
take a reasonable forethought, 
an intelligent conception of 
things there can be nn reason- 
able excuse for complaint, Place 
two men on a bill a distant a 
part, let each look at the other, 
and each will see all of the other 
fellow and nothing of himself. 
A man standing and looking at 
others working and is disposed 
to find fault can, suggest a score 
of improvements both as to the 
workmen and the workmanship, 
bat get that man to take hold 
and help to do the work and in 
all probability ne W 'H consider 
the workmen better, the work 
harder to do, and the work done 
better than before ho took hold. 

Two church weeklies of a sect 
no larger than the Brethren can 
only I fear breed contention, 
confusion and divide asunder our 
forces, instead of concentrating 
our actions and uniting under 
God's mantle of Christian charity. 
The manager ol the Evanqblist 
and I do not agree oit some minor 
or insignificant matter ot thought, 
yet that does not cauie me to nnt 
love him. Two of our brethren 
whom I love most (lifer on the 
immortality soul question. You 
may believe that yon can't raise 
potatoes unless you plant them 
on a day that eome old Almanao 
man says the eign is up or down, 
as you may. like ; another may 
believe in some other supersti- 
tious things, yet I would think 
you a very unfair, and uugentle- 
iii a iily man to require me to 
plant my potatoes when you be- 
lieved your superstitious sign told 
you to plant yours, at least when 
I was raising plenty of potatoes 
and you were raising none or 
few at least. 

In Titus we read that we 
should avoid toolish questions 
and contentions about the law, 
for they are vain and unprofi- 
table. In Galatiann we read that 
the fruit of the spirit in love, joy, 
peace, longs uttering, gentleness, 
goodness, iaitb, meekness and 
temperance. Now if these are 
the fruit of the spirit we must 
have them, else we have not the 
spirit. I find out tliat the great- 
est man to conquer, not except- 
ing Cttsar, Napoleon or our 
Washington, is set/ I find that 
the man who causes the most 
trouble ie atlf. Wei I bas the wise 
man Solomon said, 'that he that 
is slow to anger is better than 
the mighty ; and he that ruleth 
his spirit than be that taketh a 
city.' If each would try to rule 
himself better all will be better. 
May God help us to do so.

THE HORBOBS OP A. NIGHT. 

BORHOUNDEB BY FURIOUS VATIU. 

TeiriMs Experience of Bro. B. Z. 
Hepfogk and kit family and 'Jit Sod 
Fate ef Sitter Nannie Aaron, 
daughter of Bro. Jacob Furw 
of A«w Mnttrprite, Pa., and 
Her Little Daughter. 
The mind of man can scarcely con- 
ceive of a more terrible experience 
than that through wbich Mr. Rinard 
fteplogle and bis family passed In the 
John stow n flood nor of a more pathetic 
story than that Which tells the fate of 
Mrs. Harry B. Aaron and her daughter. 
Mrs. Beplogle and Mrs. Aaron were 
Sisters. They grew np together in a 
home of peace and plenty in the beauti- 
ful Morrison's iCove, They married 
well, and were happy to the tove of de- 
voted husbands and affectionate chil- 
dren. Some time ago Mr. Repine le 
moved to Johnstown and secured a 
good situation In one of the many in- 
dustries there. A week or two ago 
Mrs. Aaron took her daughter, aged 
10 yean, and went to Johnstown to 
pay a visit to her slBter, Ijist Friday 
afternoon they were all together in the 
Beplogle home, enjoying themselves, 
with no thought of the terrible calami, 
ty tflat hone over them. Suddenly 
the awful roar of the furious water 
was heard, and in a moment the tor- 
rent poured in. They hurried to the 
attic, Mr, Beplogle leading the way. 
his wire and seven children following 
and clinging to him and to each other, 
and Mrs. Aaron and daughter bring- 
ing up the roar. At the east end of 
the attic were two windows. Mr. 
Beplogle stationed himself at one of 
them and. two of his children stood at 
the other. Then Mr. Beplogle called 
upon them to fall on their knees and 
Join with him in prayer. Mrs. Aaron 
and her child knelt down al a bed 
about the middle or the room, white 
the others huddled together at the win- 
dows. Presently the house was slight- 
ly raised from its foundation and tilt- 
ed up at the east end. Tills lowered 
the west end, the cruel water rushed 
in and Mrs. Aaron and her little one 
sank beneath it. 

Not aware of their fate, Mr. Replo. 
gle opened the windows and assisted 
the members ot his family to the roof. 
Then lie found that the others bad dis- 
appeared. Clinging to a rafter, he 
tried to make his way to the west end 
of the room, but he found the under- 
taking an impossibility. He then Juin- 
ed his family on the roof. A ladder 
came floating toward him. Re seized 
It and made a bridge of it to the next 
building, and over it his family passed- 
In the same manner they made their 
way from roof to roof until they reach- 
ed a school building that seemed to be 
more substantia! than the other struc- 
tures. There they remained for several 
hours. Mr. Beplogle dually succeeded 
in making an opening through the roof 
and they descended into the house. 
All night long they staid there In the 
impenetrable darkness, the water 
dashing with fearful noise and force 
against the house aud threaten ins 
every moment to crush the building to 
pieces. At last daylight came and 
with it a rescuing party. The Keplo- 
gles were told that they must leave 
their place of refuge, as it was growing 
unsafe. They obeyed, and again the 
perilous passage from roof to .roof was 
resumed, A few minutes after they 
left the school bouse it was swept 
away. They again found a resting 
place in an attic, and tbey were prison- 
ers all day and through another dread- 
ful night. The weather bad grown 
cold and they suffered severely. Al- 
though there was a stove in the room, 
tbey were forbidden to light a fire be- 
cause of the danger of an explosion 
from escaping natural gas. On Sunday 
morning the rescuers returned and took 
the family to a place of permanent 
safety. They had been without food 
for two dajs and nights. 

Mr. Beplogle at once secured assist- 
ance and went to his house. On as- 
cending to the attic they found Mrs. 
Aaron and her child wrapped In each 
other's anna, both dead. Meanwhile 
Mr. Aaron, alarmed at the news of the 
-flood, started overland to Johnstown. 
Instead of a greeting with outstretched 
arms and Joyous welcome, he found his 
beloved ones cold In deatli, and in- 
sensible to his presence. 

I have also received word 
that Bro. Mablon Keim and fam 
ily were saved by taking refuge 
in the garret of theit dwelling. 

The church here will respond 
to the call for help from our 
brethren.
